, "> pporations for tho’ cess year 1885-86 terminating on tho 30th September 1885, 
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2. The following table compares the results of the year with those of 
three preceding years :— . : 
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The gross demand was thus Rs, 89,62,925, Of this, Rs. 75,388,825 was 
collected and Rs. 39,341. remitted, leaving a balance of \Rs. 18,88,098 ‘out- 
standing atthe close of the year. Though there has been a slight reduerion 
both in arrear and in current balances, the Lieutenant-Governor must consider 
the goneral result unsatisfactory. In reviewing the report for 1882-83, Sir 
Rivers Thompson remarked with regret that so large a sum as Rs. 1;77,390 
had been left unrealized for mere than 12 months. Since that time, however, 
there has been, not a reduction, but a large incroase, in the arrear balances, 
and at the close of the past year they amounted to Rs.- 3,083,303. The net 
balance (current and arrear) increased from Rs. 11,58,70 in 1882-83 to 
Rs. 15,938,081 in 1883-84, Rs. 14,.8,641 in 1884-85, and Rs, 18 88,098 in 
1885-86. In 1883-84 the explanation given was failure of crops an] the fact 
that the last day for payment of the September instalment fell within the 
Doorga Poojah holidays. In. 1884-85 the Irrge balances were attributed partly 
to increase in the demand and partly to the floods which had occurred in some” 
districts. This year no general-explanation is offered. With an increase of 
only Ks. 1,86,797 in the eurrent demand, the outstanding balanee has increased 
by Rs, 2,29,318 since 18$2-83. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the 
Board will take measures to prevent a state of things which was. unknown 
before 1893-84 from becoming chronic ; and he begs that district officers’ may 
be specially urged to exert themselves to improve the cullections in the current 
year. While the Provincial funds are barely sufficient to provide for ‘the 
ordinary requirements of the administration, it is netessary that fhe just 
demands of Government in all branches of the revenue should be promptly 
realized, 2 " 

8 On comparing the. arrear collections with the arrear demand, it is 
observed that inthe following districts the arrcar colloctions fell short of 90 per

Chapter 1V, Part If ofthe Act. The same cause is, however, in operation inthe 
adjoining district of Hooghly, where the percentage of arréar collections has 
yever fallen below 61, and in the past year was 65, The Lieutenant-Governor 
will be prance to consider proposals for a general revaluation of the Burdwan 
districts The explanation offered of the very unsatisfactory percentage in 
Hhagulpore, that, it was due to drought, cannot be accepted as sufficient, nor 
can the plea put forward regarding the difficulty of realizing the demand trom 
the holders of the hatwali tenures. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs with 
tho Koard in considering that the failure in the districts of Patna Division is 
insufficiently, explained, by a, reference to tho dolay inseparable from the certifi- 
cate procedure. Such an argument is not appropriate in the case of arrears of 
more than twelve months’ standing. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with 
tatisfaction thas, in Giesasihnte Purneah, Darjeeling, Bogra, and Rajshahye 
the whole of the arrear demand, and in Dinagepore 99:2, Beerbhoom 9s"4, 
Lohardugga 97°6, and. Rungpore 95:1 per cent., was realized. The absence of 
an arrear demand, .as has been repeatedly observed, is the best evidence of efii- 
cjont collections. In Durbhunga the Collector observes that the falling off is 
due chiefly, to the abolition of the long-standing practice of demanding payment 
of cesses before accepting the revenue challans during the kist days from the 
beginning of the current cess year. The Board rightly observe that this 
illegal. practice ought never to have been tolerated by the Collectors of the 
district. 

In some districts of the Patna Division it has been found necessary to 
yesort, as AN eXCe) tional measure, to the provisions of section 99 of the Cess 
‘Act for the realization of arrears. This is a salutary provision for meeting 
cases of inveterate contumacy, but the Lieutenanit-Governor agrees with the 
Board in considering that, when it is employed, the strictest supervision should 
be exercised. 

4. The list given above shows tho districts in which the arrear collection 
fall short of 90 percent. In the following districts, though the arrear collec- 
tions were not than 90 per cent., the current collections fell below that 
amount;:—Singbhoom (57-0), Midnapore (77:1), Dacca (78:0), Gya (79-1), 
Tipperah (80°4', Chumparun (81-0), Nuddea (84:1), Jessore ($5°5), Julpigoree 
(87-0), 24-Pergunnahs (87:2), Maldah (87-6), and Khulna (89-6). Of these, 
Singbhoom-was brought under the operation of the Coss Act only last year. 

The percentages of collection on current demand was in Lohardugga 99°8, 
in Hazaribagh 99°6, in Purneah 98:1, in Beorbhoom 97°7, in Darjeeling 97-3, 
and in Dinagepore and Rungpore 95.

The increase in the number of disposals is simultancous with a trifling 
decrease in*the number of institutions. ‘The smallest number of certi- 
ficates filed was, as-usual, in the Chota Nagpore Division, viz., 894, being less 
than the total of a single district in many of the other divisions. Next comes 
the Presidency Division with 4,657... The largest numbers occur in the Patna 
Division, 23,490, and the Burdwan Division, 15,753. i 
_ 6, A complete revaluation of the district of Cuttack has resulted in an 
increase in the gross ‘annual value of Rs. 4,832,274 and in the demand of cesses 
of Rs, 24,152. In Pooree a revaluation has been completed, except in the 
Government estate of Khoorda, where fit is still in ‘progress. In Balasore 
the work is still incomplete. General revaluations are proceeding in Gya, 

wmparan, and Shaliabad, In Purneah also. a general revaluation has 
been sanctioned, but it. was not commenced during the year. Operations 
fi shave been temporarily postponed, as it was deemed inex- 
pedient to w 2 “work while a survey and record of rights under 
‘he Tenaney Aet was @ffected in a considerable portion of the district, 
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Partial valuations and revaluations are in progress in several districts, particu. 
lars of which are not of much importance. During the year 6,235. separate 
accounts were opened, under section 44 of the Act, for Rs. 93,584 payable 
as cess. At the close of the year the number of accounts remaining open 
was 32,000 for Rs. 13,29,846 of cess. ‘The number of separate cess accounts 
opened in revenue-free estates, under section 46 of the Act, is 37, against 59 
in the preceding year. 

7. Before passing orders on the question whether Statement IV’ should 
be discontinued, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to be informed of the cause 
of the large increase in the numbers of estates and tenures assessed with cogs 
as compared with those shown in the last return. His Honour would also wish 
to know whether, if the statement be retained, any difficulty would be felt in 
breaking up column 3, which shows the number of estates assessed with cogs 
into Land Revenue-paying and Land Revenue-free estates. ¥ 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are due to the Board of Revenue for 
their efficient supervision during the year over this branch of the administra. 
tion. ‘lhe names of the Deputy Collectors who have been fayourably noticed 
by the Board will be communicated-to the Appointment Department of Goy.

SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEORGLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 3xp 
OF JUNE 1887, 


Ir will be remembered that a rather fierce but small cyclone, which had formed in the 
centre of the Bay of Bengal, had crossed the coast between False Poiut aud Saugor Island 
on the morning of May 26th. It then continued to travel in a north-north-westerly dire 
tion through a part of Orissa and South-West Bengal, then through Ubhutia Nagpur, and at 
10 am. of May 27th, the last day of the previous week, the centre of the storm was 
between Gya and Hazaribagh At thistime the storm had become comparatively feeble, 
and it was evidently rapidly filling up and disintegrating, A strong burst of south-west 
monsoon winds followed in the rear of cle storm, aud tnese monsoon winds were decidedly 
more pronounced over the western divisions of the province thaa elsewhere, and the current 
flowing over East Bengal was comparatively feeble. The excessively heavy rainfall 
brought up by the cyclonic storm to the districts through which it passed was also noticed 
in the previous report. 

On Saturday, the 28th, a very rapid increase of pressure took place over the whole 
province, the rise being most rapid in Sourh Behar and Chutia Nagpur. These changes 
accompanied the rapid filling up of the “cyclonic storm, aud on this day the storm had 
practically ceased to exist as anything more than a pronounced barometric depression, ‘The 
centre of this depression was to the cust of Gya, and therofore the storm, or what remained 
of it, had remained practically stationary since the 27th, or perhaps had only advanced very 
slightly in a westerly direction, Winds, however, continued to circulate cyclonically round 
this ceutre, and both over the area occupied by the “depression, and to the south of ir, 
strong winds were blowing, ‘The storm was thus clearly and rapidly breaking ap, and with 
its disintegration excessively heavy rainfall was reported over Behar and North Bengal. On 
the 29th pressure again increased, the rise being largest in South Behar, where at some 
stations the increase exceeded a tenth of an inch, and on this day evea the slight barometric 
depression, which was all that had remained of the previous violeat cycione, practically 
filled up and disappeared. ‘Ihe life history of this evelone aay therefore be said to have 
lasted fromthe 19th or 20th of May up till the 29th, a period of nine or ten days oniy, 
of which the first two or three days, up till about the 22nd or 23rd, were oveupied in its 
development and intevsification, the next two or three days in its advance over the «aa, till 
on the motning of the 26th the centre of the storm crossed the coast a little to the east 
of Balasore, while the remaining thre» days were occupied in its advance over the land 
and its rapid diminution in intensity, until it fiually died away in South Behar on the 
28th and 29th, Though generated docidedly rapidiy, it was of very much greater 
fierceness than is usual in storms formed at the commencement of the south-west monsoon, 
but on the other band it was comparatively small, and the destructive part of the cyclone, 
or where the winds were very intense, does not appear to have been more than perhaps 109 to 
150 miles across. 

‘Though the cyclonic storm thus ceased to exist on the 29th, or early in the week under 
review, the rainfall which was brought up by tho storm itself, and the rainfall due to the 
powerful inrush of monsoon winds in the wake of the storm, continued for several days 
longer, and in some districts rain has practically not ceased throughout the week. he 
storm may in fact be said to have commenced the rainy season in Bengal, for the southerly 
monsoon winds haviog once penetrated over the proviace, they will probably not again 
retreat, though of course a dimiuution in the strength of the curreat must be expected 
“before a further inrash of monsoon winds accompanied by heavy rainfall will take place. 
The rainfall which was brought about by the storm in’ its disappearance, and the rainfall 
subsequent to it, has been of extraordinary heaviness, and some stations have reported nearly 
20 inches of rain within 24 hours, These heavy rainfalls will again be referred to under 
their appropriate headings. 

‘Aber the disappearance of the storm, the meteorological conditions over the province 
gradually became more normal; pressure commenced to oscillate slowly as is usual; winds 
seadily fell off in force and became more moderate; temperature rose until it became more 
wearly normal, for with the excessive rainfull temperature had besu very low; and finally 
Tuinfall dimipished, though still the weother remained to a great exteut that of the rainy 
season in Bengal. 

Pressure—Has again to a certain extent been dependeut on the cyclonic storm above 
referred to, aud at the commencement of the week it was rather largely below the normal, 
the defect being greatest in the west of the province. With the rather rapid rise of pres- 
sure which followed after the disappearance of the storm, and when conditious became more 
settled, pressure at the closs of the week became decidedly above the normal -at most 
stations, and on the 8rd the excess varied from about 0:01” up to 0°05", For the whole week 
the variations of the mean pressure from the normal bave been comparatively small ; at a con 
siderable number of stations the pressure has been slightly below the normal, but at the 
majority of stations the mean pressure has been aboye the normal. Pressure has been most 
largely above the normal in Hust Bengal, where it averages about 0:05", but at most stations 
the excess is not larger than about 0-02" to 0-03". : . 

Temperature Deen low in those districts which have received heavy rainfall, and 
a partioullgs 36 has been extremely low in Behar, 4n South Bebar the average mean 
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temperature for the week has been no lesgghan 11'1° below the normal, while in North Behar 
he detect has been 9°, In Chutia Nagpur the defect in the mean temperature has been 
62°; and in South-West Bengal and North Bengal between 3° and 4° In Assam and 
Orissa the defect has been between 1° and 2°; while on the other hand the mean tempera- 
Cie ta kat Bengal has been slightly (03°) above the normal, For the whole of Beugal 
and Assam the mean temperature for the week has been no less than 4°5° below the

some extraordinarily heavy falls were reported during, the bresking up of the storm, 
ind. according to well kuown physical principles, the fall has been heaviest in and near the 
hills to the north aud northeast of the province. The heaviness of the rainfall will be 
shown by the fact that at Dewangunj in the Mymensingh district the excessive fall of 19°67 
inches was reported -on June Ist. The following stations have also reported amounts in 
cxeeas of ten iniches of rain in a single day during the week :—Serajgunge, Nowkhilla (Bogra 
district), Durgapur (Mymensingh district) 5 and the followimg amounts between 6 and 10 
jaches within 24 hours.—Meherpur (Nuddea distritt), Avia, Mymensingh, Jamalpur, and 
Netrokona all in the Mymensingh district, Sherpore (Bogra district), Mohadebpore, Charae 
mon and Dinagepur in the Dinagepur district, Bhowaniguoge, Bagdogra, Rangpur, Julpigori, 
Debiguuge, Dinhatta, Siliguri, Kissengunge, Arrareah, Purneah, Muddapur, Monghyr, and 
Gogrl. 

Er rainfall for the week has consequently in many districts been largely in excess of 
the norinal for the period. North Bengal has reovived the largest fall, and the average 
of all the stations for the weck shows that 12°10 inches of rain were received, while the 
normal fall for the week is only 2:09 inches, thus showing an excess fall of more than 
ten inches, and tnat the actual fall was about six times the normal. In North Behar 
the average fall for the week has been 5°77 inches against. a normal fall of 0°61 inches, 
and thus the actual fall is sbout nine times the normal. In South Behar the average fall 
was 5°30 inches, the normal amount boing 0°50, and thus the actual is more than ten times 
the normal, ‘Fhese represent the districts in which the falls have been heaviest, -and the 
next largest fall has heen received in South-West Bengal, which has averaged 2°55: inches 
against the normal of 1°48 inches ; Ohutia Nagpur bas also averaged 1°65 infehes during 
the week against a wormal of 0:72 inches, so that both these districts have received falls 
much larger than the normal, Hast Bengal aud Orissa on the other hand have received falls 
decidedly smaller than the normal. In East Bengal the rainfall for the week has averaged 
$538 inches against the normal 2-72 inches, and the fall hay therefore boon 87 per cent. of 
the vormal, while in Orissa the fall has been only O'S inches against the normal 1:16 
inches, and the actual has ouly been 24 per eeut, of the normal. 

The rninfoll in Assam can only be judged of from the reports received from three 
stations, but it would appear that the area of heavy rainfall brought up by the storm has 
ccrended to thie district ss well, and particularly in Cachar and in Sylhet the rainfall 
npprars to have been excessively heavy. ‘The actual fall at Silchar during the week has 
seeret Ts? inches, at Dhubri it has been 82% inches, ond at Sibsagar 647 inches, thus 
showing that a very heavy precipitation has been taking place over this area,

T learn that 
they lave sinee charged the Godiva Rs. 5,000 for towing her from the 
Gasper to Qalentta, the ordinary price being about Rs. 1,600 from the 
Sandheads. I therefore decided on chartering the Madras, a steamer 
offered by the British India Steam Navigation Company ‘for Rs. 850 a day, 
including coal, and: beg to. enclose copy of the agreement marked A, and to 
solicit sanction to the arrangement. The Madras was coaled aud despatched 
gprly on the 28th. Commander Jackson of the Undaunled was sent in 
cuarge of the expedition, and I engaged an officer of the Chandbally service to 
act, as pilot ia the Western and Sola Channels not usually visited by other

B. ‘The steamer Madrds has not yet returned to port. I may mention that 
onthe 27th the steamer Resolute experienced a very heavy sea in the Gasper 
Channel, and did not proceed to sea that evening. ss 

8. On the 28th, the Cuckoo was also despatched by the Port Commis- 
sioners to-visit the refuge houses: she is expected back to-morrow or next day. 

9.’ The P. and O. steamer. Nepawt, the first vessel in from sea (having 
a special pilot she was able to get in), anchored at Saugor at noon on the 27th, 
and in the evening a telegram was 'rectived, marked ©, which told a tale of 
great disaster, and confirmed me in my view as to the necessity of sending a 
second vessel. Owing’to its being received by flag-signals, there was a mistake 
which led to the inference that the Retriever, and her ship, the Godiva, had 
foundered. Several light-ships were also reported as out of position. 

10. Several vessels arrived on the 28th, one of which reported the brigs 
to be safe andon the-station. I will here mention that the brigs put to sea, 
and passed through the centre of the storm,’ returning to’ the station at its 
close, and sustaining only petty damage. hey each lost an anchor and chain, 
oné boat and several sails, besides some hencoops and other deck furniture. 
One brig immediately tonk up the duty of Bastern Channel light-ship, burning 
blue lights at short'intervals, the other attending to’ the pilotage work. 

11. On the 29th, the other Chandbally steamers, which left after the 
storm,’ returned to Calcutta, having seen nothing of the Sir John Lawrence, 
which vessel they bad -been directed to search for en route. As we have 
received, yesterday, information that the Resolu/e passed through a large 
number of floating dead »bodies, some of women, and’ as others have been 
washed ashore'at Saugor, there can be little doubt that she foundered, and 
that every soul on*board has perished. Her Commander, Captain Irvine, was 
a very experienced man, and had commanded vessels in the Chandbally trade 
fora number of years.’ He was, however, in my opinion, tog ready to incur 
risk, In the efelone in last June; he left a day béfore any other vessel had 
left the river, except the French Mail steamer, aud on the present o¢casion 
the storm-signals had been up-for hours and seen by the Tyrone and Curlew, 
“which vessels anchored at Kedgeree in consequence; they were passed, lying

14, There remains the case of the Godiva and steamer Retriever, 
which vessels put to sea on the morning of the 26th about two or three hours 
before the storm-signals were hoisted. I propose to hold a departmental 
enquiry on the pilot in charge of the Godiva-as to the propricty of his 
proceeding to sea under such circumstances. It appears that at that time the 
wind was light, and the glass had not fallen much, and the master agreed with 
the pilot it would be better to get out. The captain of the tug, it is said, dia 
not make any objection, and the ship was towed out, and between 12 and 1 
was cast off outside the Eastern Channel Light in the usual way. For tha 
last two hours the wind and sea had inereased rapidly, but it was not then 
possible to turn the ship back. After casting off, the ship sailed to the south. 
ward, got into the most violent part of the storm, blew nearly: all her sails 
away, had her decks swept and cabins gutted, and her cargo shifted, so that 
she heeled over to port very much,—she returned or drifted baex to the river, 
and has been towed up to town, where she will discharge cargo. 

15. The Reériever tried to return to Saugor, but found the sea too heavy, 
and adopted the only course open of going out to sea—head to the sea. She has 
not been since seen. Marvellously the P. and O.. steamer Nepaut picked up a 
native fireman belonging to this vessel, who had been 17 hours in the water, 
and reports that she foundered soon after midnight of the 25th, ond it can 
hardly be hoped that any other survivors of the unfortunate vessel will be 
found. She was a fine new tug, and the most powerful on the river.

3. As regards the storm itself, you report that signals-were hvisted in the’ 


river at 8-50 a.m. on the 25th, indicating,the passage of a storm of ‘moderate 
intensity to the southward of. Saugor. You do not state what reports were 
received by you on 26th, but. it appears that the centre of a violent cyclone 
passed to the westward of Saugor at 3 A.at,on 26th, and it is presumed that you 
were apprized of this circumstance early on the morning of day, It also 
appears that a storm-wave advanced up the river on the ebb tide, givi 
ca cutia a rise of eight feet aboye the normal, and i i 
evidence of exceptional disturbance of the-weather at the mouth of the: 
daylight, on the 27th, the Port Commissioners’ steamer Hesolute was 
to visit the light-ships and to render any assistance required 
distress, On the 27th your apprehensions were increased, and - 
on behalf’ of Government the British India Steam Navi;

4. With reference to these points, Lam desired to say that the Lieutenant- 
Governor, while confirming your action in regard to the Madras, and 
acknowledging the care and forethought with which your instructions were 
issued in regard to her voyage, is of opinion that in eases in which the approach 
of such a storm to the neighboarhood of the Sandheads is reported, it would 
‘be desirable to take earlier measures of precaution, When it is known that 
a serious cyclone is advancing towards the Orissa or the Bengal Coast, a Govern- 
ment steamer should at once be despatched as far down the river as possible, to 
be ready to go tosea at the carliest moment to search for disabled or wrecked 
vessels, and to render assistance generally to seafarers in distress. The fact 
that in this instance the Besolwte was prevented by stress of weather from at 

#%nee putting to sea is not overlooked. This circumstance, however, in no way 
from the need for provident’ action in sugh cases. Moreover, two . 
steamers are shown to have remained in safety during the storm in the 
Kedgeree anchorage, and to haye afterwards proceeded: to Chandbally.. Sir 
Steuart Bayley is strongly convinced of the necessity of promptly taking in 
such cases the utmost precautionary measures, without waiting for tidings of 
the actual arrival of the storm at any particular point. 

5. The attention of the Dockyard authorities will be drawn to the delay 
in completing the repairs of the Undaunted. 

6. The actual loss to the shipping was confined to the tug Reériever and 
the steamer Sir John Lawrence. The first proceeded to sea early on the 25th, 
apparently before the hoisting of the storm signals was known. The Redriver 
was lost, but the ship Godiva, which it hadtaken down the river, went ashore 
and was ultimately saved You state your intention to hold a departmental 
enquiry into the conduct of the Pilot in charge of the Godiva in proceeding to 
sea in the face of such weather as prevailed at the time, and your report will 
be awaited. The Sir John Lawrence, with’ 732 passengers on board, has in all 

ability perished at sea, and no witness remains to tell the story of the 
isaster. This appalling calamity, which has carried misery and desola- 
tion into many homes, appears from your letter to have been the result 
of over-confidence on the part of Captain Irvine, an experienced, but too 
daring, commander. It can scarcely be doubted that, had he followed the 
example of the commanders of the Zyrone and the Curlew, who had brought 
their vessels to anchor at Kedgeree two hours before the Six Join Lawrence 
passed down, this pitiable disaster would have been avoided. Tis Excellency 
the Viceroy has desired that the deep sympathy of himself and of the other - 
members of the Government of India may be conveyed to the members of 
the bereayed families, and you have already been asked to add to this message 
an expression of Sir Steuart Bayley’s sorrow at the affliction which has befallen 
them. Meanwhile Sir Steuart Bayley is of opinion that a full enquiry should 
be held in order to ascertain, whether this vessel was really safe and sea worthy: 
whien she left the port. A statement which has been submitted to the Lieu. 
tenant-Governor by an ex-oflicer of the ship has been separately forwarded to 
you for report. Yon are requested to hold a careful investigation of ‘the 
allogations contained in it, and to submit without dolay the conclusions at - 
which you may arrive.

tional stations in Assam, however, report rainfall to Caloutta, as is the case with the Bangal 
stations, and therefore it is only possibie to deal with the general meteorology of Assam, 
and the distribution of rainfall over this area cannot in any way be disenssed, ‘abies, 

The normal meteorological conditions in Bengal during May are to a considerable 
extent similar to those of Ay There is the steady and increasing difference of tem-— 
perature between the land the sea area, and in this month this difference attains 

ost its maximum. The area of maximaim temperature during May includes the western 
districts of South Behar, the North-West Frovinces, Rajputana and Central India. With 
the increasing temperature of the land snriace, the xoutierly winds blowing from the Bay of 
Bengal strengthen considorably, and owirg to the physical obstacles of the hill systems to 
the east and north of Bengal, they appear a south-easterly wiuds in Exst Bengal, and as 
easterly winds in’ North Bengal. At the sane time, however, the usual hot, dry westerly 
winds are blowing over considerable portions,of Behar and Chutia Nagpur, and thus daring 
May, as explained in previous monthly reprts, conditions are favourable to the prodaction — 
of the local storms called nor’-westers.

SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
ore IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL oBsERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
10mm OF JUNE 1887. 


Ax the close of the previous week a fairly strong monsoon current was blowing over 
Bengal. This inrash of south-west monsoon winds had been brought up in the rear of 
the cyclone, which had broken up in Behar at the end of May. The monsoon current had 
brought up very heavy rainfall, aud at the commencement of ‘the weck under review, fairly 
heavy rain-showers were geueral over almost the whole province. he monsoon currout 
then’ began to slacken, wind velocities decreased, and wind directions became less regular, 
particularly in Behar, and rain became very light and local, until finally at the close of the 
week the greater part of the province was rainless. The diminution of the strength of 
the monsoon current blowing over the province towards the end of the week was much 
inereased by the commencement of the formation of another cyclonic storm, though of 
much smaller and more fecble kind than the previous one. This small storm apparently 
commenced to form about Monday, the 8th, in the centre of the northern half of the Bay. 
The indications of its existence were particularly feeble till Friday, the 10th, when a well 
marked circulation of winds set up over the northern half of the Bay, The small storm 
thus formed was a feeble one, and on the 10th the ceutre was apparently to the west of the 
centre of the Bay, and in about the latitude of Gopalpore. By the indraught towards 
this storm, the further progress of the monsoon winds over Bengal was checked, and 
rainfall became very scanty. Another feature of interest in the meteorology of the province 
at the commencement of the week was the continuance of heavy rainfall in Assam. The 
heavy rainfall brought up by the cyclone apparently reached the Assam station ouly at the 
commencement of June, but at Silchar, in particular, the falls were very heavy, aud thus 
on the three days from the 2nd to the 4th no less than 1445 inches were received at this 
station. 

Pressure —Was at the close of the previous week rather largely above the normal. In 
the first three days of tbe present week pressure fell coutinuonsly ; this was then succeeded 
by a slow increase for_a corresponding period, but on Friday, the 10th, pressure again 
commenced to fall. The fall has been decidedly greater than the rise, and therefore the 
excess pressure which obtained during the previous weck has been replaced by a defect. 
‘The mean-pressure for the week at the stations from which records have been received for 
the greatest number of years shows tbat it has been in defect of the normal in Bengal 
by 0:022 inch, while in Assam the defect has been 0:029 inch, 


Temperature—Mad in the previous week, owing to the excessive rainfall, been largely 
below the normal, but with the rapid cessation of rain during the present week, temperature 
has generally risen rather considerably, and over a large part of the province it is now nearly 
normal. In Bast Bengal, indeed, the mean temperature for the week has been 0°9° in excess 
of the normal, but the remainder of the province has been in defect. The defects are small, 
being less than 1° in Orissa, Souti-West Bengal, North Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, rather 
larger (1'8°) in Assam, and mach larger (between 3° and 4°) in Behar, For the whole of 
Bengal and Assam-the mean average temperature has been 1°3° in defect of the normal. 

Rainfall—As has been previously stated, has been comparatively light and infrequent 
during the week, and it has been in decided defect over the greater part of the province, 
‘The largest falls have occurred generally in East Bengal, where, during the week, the average 
amount of 2’69 inches has fallen, the normal fall for the period being 3°04 inches. This dis- 
trict has therefore received a fall very distinctly less than the normal. North Bengal has 
received an average fall of 1°50 inches, while the normal fall for the week is 3:55 inches, or 
the actual has been less than half the normal. South-West Bengal has received an average 
fall of 080 inch, while the normal for the period is 206 inches, and the actual is there- 
fore abont a third of the normal quantity, .In Chutia Nagpur the fall has.averaged 
0'81 inch, and tho normal fall would be 0'97 meh, the actual is thus again less than the normal, 
In North Bebar the fall has averaged 0-64 inch against the usual amoaut of 0°88 inch, ana 
this district has therefore reseived a fall not very far removed from the normal, while in 
Saver fhe/actuul jall has been 0°38 inch aud the normat is 0°64 inch, and thus the 


fall is about half the normal. O: has received the very small fall of 0-14 inch, the

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND Of THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
1frn OF JUNE 1887. 


Ar the close of the previous week arather feeble cyclonic stor i 
the northern half of the Bay, which was accompanied bye sa fa pantie 
circulation of winds. On the 10th the centro of the storin was probably to the 
west of the centre of the Bay, and apparently opposite the coast between Gopalnus 
and Vigegapatem. By tho indranght towards this storm the progress of the mreun 
winds over Bengal was checked, and rainfall at this time over the province was 
scauty, On Saturday, the 11th, there was a decidedly rapid fall of pressure at the west 
coast stations of the Bay in the neighbourhood of the storm, and at the same time wind 
velocities at Diamond Island and in the north of the Bay increased very decidedly, 
that the storm was gradually and rather considerably intensifying. Similar ¢onditions 
prevailed on the Sunday; pressure fell again at the coast stations and became yery low, and 
wind velocities increased in the rear of the storm, and at Diamond Island blew very strongl 
and it is probable that on this day the storm was of considerable strength, and weacheg 
over the northern part of the Bay was squally, if not stormy. ‘The storm was also drifting 
slowly ina westerly direction. It was thought desirable on this day to warn the ships 
proceeding down the River Hooghly of the existence of the storm, and on the afternoon 
signal No, 5 was” hoisted, which signified the existence of asmall cyclonic storm in the Bay 
the centre of which would probably cross the coast to the south of False Point, On Monday, 
at 10 a.,, the centre of the storm was almost over the coust about midway betwoon Gopal 
pur and Vizagapatam, During the Sunday night pressure at Gopalpur was about 29:3" 
showing that the storm was one of moderate intensity ; but it must also be remembered that 
the centre of the storm was at least 80 miles” from the nearest meteorological station, so 
that probably ut its centre pressure was far lower than that recorded. As the storm was 
parsing inland, the storm signals wore lowered on the Monday afternoon, Fairly stroag 
winds were recorded in connection with the storm, but, as stated above, the meteorological 
stations were too far away to give any good record of the actual intensity of the storm. The 
storm afterwards drifted into the Central Provinces aud subsoquently filled up. 

‘The storm which had been previously deflecting the monsoon current away from Bengal 
having thus commenced to pass over the land on the Sunday and Mouday, another advauce 
of monsoon winds took place over Bengal, aud most districts reported rainfall from the 
Sunday, though the rain did not reach Behar until Monday, The winds blowing over 
Bengal became almost normal in direction after the storm had advanced inland, and a strong 
southerly and south-easterly current was reported up till Thursday; on this day, however, a 
strong westerly elemenvappeared in the wind directions over the provinee, and at most of the 
western and southern stations winds were south-westerly, This setting in of westorly winds 
was apparently due to the extension of the influence of the Bombay brauch of the mousoou 
current, which at this time was blowing very strongly. The westerly current still continued 
strongly pronounced on Friday, the 17th. These westerly winds, in driving back the easterly, 
sonth-easterly, and southerly monsoon winds which had previously been blowing from the 
Bay of Bengal, caused a considerable amount of interaction or interference, aud therefore 
probably of ascensional motion, and consequently conditions became favourable for heavy 
rainfall, particularly in the north and cast of the province, and on the last two or three days 
of the week rainfall was extremely heavy at many of the stations in these districts. ; 

Pressure-—The variations of pressure have to a great extent been governed by the 
existence and movement of the small storm above described, but after it had disappeared, 
and pressure had risen so as to fill up the depression,a general fall of pressure took place 
over Bengal for several days. Consequently, at many stations, pressure is again below 
the normal, though, onthe other haud, at some of the northern statious which were 
uninfluenced by the depression, pressure has been, slightly above the normal, The extreme 
variation from the normal, at those stations from which records have been received for the 
largest number of years, have been a defect of 0-044" at Gopalpur and of 0-039" at False 
Point, and an excess of 0012" at Purneah and Durbhonga. 

Temperatw ‘he variations of temperature have beon comparatively small during the 
week, except at the beginning, The mean temperature of the whole of Bengal for this period 
has been 1:3%in defect of the normal, but while East and North Bengal show. temperatures 
in excess of the normal, the remainder of the province has been in vefcct. The defect-has 
been to a great extent confined to Chutia Nagpur, whore it equals 4°6°, and to Behar, where 
it has been 2°5°. 

Rainfall—Has been fairly general and’ frequent almost throughout the week, but the 
falls haye been in most instances light, except towards the close of the week and in the 
northern and eastern districts. North Bengal and North Behar have received a fall in 
excess of the normal, while all the other districts in Bengal have been in defect. North 

hhas received the largest fall, and this district averages 6°38 inches of rain falling on 

5:0 days, while the normal for she period is 4°78 inches falling on 4:2 days, Oompared 

“with the normal the actual (ts 188 per cent. North Behar has received the next 
largest fall of 3°90 inches on 8'1 days, while the normal for the period is 2°75 inches 

; thas therefore been both larger in amount and more frequout, 
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fall 1 Ming 142 per cent. of the normal. All other dis 
received falls in detect, Nast . Bengal has received 8°30 inches, while the normal 
is 5°36 inches, and thus the actual fall is only 61 per cent. of the normal. South. 
West Bengal has received 2°36 inches, the normal for the period being 2:85 inches, 
and the pereentage being 83. South Behar has received 1:74 inches, while the normal 
is 2°05 inches, asa the actual is thus 85 percent. Orissa has received an averago of i” 
inches against the normal 1:96 inches, and the percentage becomes 66; while in Obutia 
Naguatate average fall has only equalled 1:28 inches, while the normal is 2:50 inches, 
and the percentage of the normal is therefore only 51. Taking these districts as havin, 
an equal value, the general rainfall of the week has been 89 per cent. of the normal. 
Some decidedly heavy falls at certain stations have been recorded for the week. Cooch Behar 
has recoived 21°33 inches, Alipore Duar (Sulpigori District) 14°88 inches, and Kurigram 
15-01 inches, while the following stations have received falls of betweeu 10 and 15 inches ;— 
Rungpore, Bagdogra, Julpigori, Fallacotta, Dinhatta, Matabhanga, Buxa and  Siligori. 
The three stations—Kurigram, Oooch Behar ard Alipore Duar—also received more than 
10 inches of rain in a singie day on the 15th and 16th, It will therefore be seen that the 
Rungpore, Julpigori, Cooch Behar and Darjiling Hills districts have been centres of parti- 
cularly heavy rainfall during the week. : ~
